Dear Mr. Corson, 


In talking to Mr, Taylor regarding our visits to Dhahran, 
he thought you might be interested in the information we obtained 
while there, The primary purpose of ovr trips to Dhahran was to 
arrange with the US Air Force to transport spray planes from 
Addis Ababa and Karachi to Beirut and Basra, While there, it 
seemed advisable to contact Aramco officials and ascertain if, 
with their vast knowledge and experience in Saudi Arabia, they 
might be able to give us some worthwhile suggestions that would 
help in our plan to do insect control work in the country. 


The following information is taken from reports prepared in 
connection with our visits to Dhahran; 


February 16, 1954 = While in Dhahran, I visited Aramco as 
I understood from contacts while in Jidda they had an entomologist 
and complete laboratory and field service, Unfortunately, Dr, Daggy, 
the Company's entomologist, was away on business in South America, 
I did, however, spend considerable time with his supervisor, 
A.J. Horn, Sanitary Engineer, Dr, Horn has spent nearly eight 
years with Aramco in Saudi Arabia, He has traveled a large portion 
of the country each year and seemed familiar with the territory, 
Saudi Arabian agriculture and the peculiarities of the Government, 
I can't help but believe that Aramco is held in a great deal of 
respect by the Saudi Arabian Government and at the same time is in 
a position to have much information on Saudi Arabia and can exert 
influence and be of much help to any American undertaking, 


Aramco's agreement for operating in Saudi Arabia calls for them 
to help develop the country agriculturally and to improve their 
standard of living. In this regard, they have established a 10,000 
acre irrigated experimental farm in a Wadi southeast of Riyadh which 
was cultivated centuries ago. They plan to develop other such areas, 
These experimental farms are turned over to natives, and except for 
technicians are operated by them, One of their biggest problems on 


wx 
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on the farm near Riyadh (El Kahrj) is insect pests and they would 
welcome demonstrations of aerial control should we come into the 
area on locust work. 


Arameo has a pipeline extending from Dhahran to Sidon in 
Lebanon, They have landing fields, water, gasoline and complete 
housing facilities at 150 mile intervals along the pipeline, 
Modern American-type villages have been established at each loca~ 
tion with Bedouins moving in to establish their own village nearby, 
These stations are visited daily by an Aramco plane and are also 
serviced by trucks with supplies from Beirut and Dhahran, 


Along with the pipeline stations Aramco has numerous other 
field crews and stations of various types located throughout their 
area of operations comprising some millions of acres, These crews 
and stations are in daily radio contact with the headquarters office 
in Dhahran and could serve as a wonderful reporting system for desert 
locust infestations and movements, Dr. Horn said that they had 
offered such service to DLC and on many occasions in the past had 
taken information directly to DLC of heavy locust infestations, 

It was Horn's feeling that DLC was not in Saudi Arabia for locust 
control entirely - at least they had yet to follow up on any infes- 
tation report given them and had not encouraged locust reporting by 
their Company, 


Saudi Arabia has had more rain this winter than ever before 
recorded and is perhaps in a better position to attract locust 
oviposition than it has been for many years, According to Dr, Horn, 
there have been no locust flights in the Dhahran vicinity, nor to 
the best of his knowledge have any swarms been reported by their 
field stations, although field station personnel are not at this 
time expected to report on locusts, 


It was Horn's opinion that the Regional Locust Control Unit 
could do some good in Saudi Arabia, They could operate in areas 
along the pipeline where labor, water, gasoline and living faci» 
lities are available. He felt that if we wanted to come into 
Saudi Arabia we could depend on Aramco assisting us directly by 
making available their facilities or in arranging for us a direct 
approach to the King to present our program, which he thought with 
the approval of Aramco would be acceptable to the King. Apparently 
Mr, ReLe Keyes, President of Aramco, or Vice Presidents Floyd Ohlixger 
or Norman Hardy as well as Mr, F,A, Davies, Chairman of the Board, 
are approachable and receptive to any program that will benefit 
Saudi Arabia and its agriculture, These men are all located in 
Dhahran, 
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Mares 18, 1954 - 

Before I left Dhahran I met with Mr. Floyd Ohliger, Vice 
President of Aramco in charge of Government Relations, I did not 
see Mr, Ohliger during my previous visit although Dr, Horn, Sanitary 
Engineer, had urged me to do so. Mr. Ohliger has been in Saudi Arabia 
for 20 years, going in as an engineer when Aramco first began their 
exploratory work, Except for short visits back to the States, he 
has spent the past 20 years in Saudi Arabia, I imagine he is about 
as well informed about Saudi Arabian people, their customs and 
government as any American, 


Mr, Ohliger was of the opinion that there is a place for such 
a unit as ours in Saudi Arabia, He feels that we would make a 
mistake to play up the Locust Control phase of our work, not that 
there probably aren't locusts in Saudi Arabia which should be 
controlled, but because locusts are a food for the very poor and a 
delicacy for the rich, With this in mind, and since Saudi Arabia 
is not an agricultural country, they actually welcome locust swarms, 
Furthermore, to mention the idea of killing locusts in Saudi Arabia 
to protect other countries, especially Iraq, a long time enemy, is 
certainly no selling point, Mr. Ohliger believes there would be an 
ideal entree for us by using the "other insect" aspect of our agree~ 
ment and suggested that we propose working from El Kahrj (this is 
the 10,000 acre irrigated farm developed by Aramco and now operated 
by nationals under supervision of Aramco technicians), El Kahrj is 
located 97 kilometers (by road) from Riyadh where the Royal family 
headquarter and maintain huge gardens. Both the gardens at Riyadh 
and farm area at El Kahrj are subjected to extensive insect damage, 
Mr. Ohliger stated that because of this large oasis if locusts are 
to be found in Saudi Arabia, they usually are in this area, He felt 
that at least for our first year, we would be wise to try and locate 
at El Kahrj where we could demonstrate our unit on locust control 
and other insect control to the people that mst be impressed with 
its efficiency and general use, To locate along the pipeline, we 
would be in an area where there are practically no crops, where, if 
we had a full season of locust control, the story would never get 
back to the King and his advisors,

The FOA/TCA Regional Locust Control Program is a continuation of 
the locust program which was inaugurated in fiscal year 1952, It 
provides a necessary supplement to the efforts of various national and 
international agencies, including FAO, in the age-old fight against 
the locusts in countries of Asia, the Near Kast, and Africa, where this 
insect has caused heavy crop losses and frequently brought famine to 
large areas from time immemorial, Asa result of this devastation the 
peoples of these areas have been reluctant to increase their plantings 
or employ improved methods of cultivation, Individual governments have 
been unwilling to increase their own locust control activities without 
some assurance that similar efforts were being made in other infested 
countries, ; ‘ 

In the past;“control efforts have been confined elmost exclusively 
to ground operations consisting of poisoning locusts with baits applied 
by hand, Control operations of this kind, conducted largely on an.

AGRIC individual-country basis, have proved only partially effective because 
CYA of the vast and inaccessible areas inhabited by locusts and the 
STATE difficulties of transportation, The TCA Regional operations have added 


aerial reconnaissance and spraying vhich increase the effectivences of 
the ground control operations as well as adding a distinct contro} 

measure which has met the approval of governments wherever it has been 
demonstrated, In addition, the regional approach to the problem, under 
which the FOA/TCA program operates, serves as a basis for aiding in the 
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impartant function of coordinating the efforts of the various nations within wse 
borders the insect mst be combated, and contributing thereby to more progressive 
intgrnatdonal cooperation by these nations, 


Briefly, the objectives of this program are; (1) to assist the countries of 
Sovth Apia, the Near East, and Africa, in the control of the desert Locust throujh 
the demonstiraidon of aerial spraying techniques and reconnaissance as a supplement 
to other covivol measures uged against the locust and other insecte; (2) to assist 
4n the training of native pilots ad mechanics to provide for the continuation of 
serigl, soraying, and the training of local entomologists in field survey and control 
wthods; (4) tc pve guidance and assistance in the coordination and execution of 
gerial and ground control activities; and (4) to promote international comeration 
hy working with technicians and authorities of individual nations end other agencies 
eoacemed wlth Wie eee, of the Locust, 


The Regional Locust Ckatrol Project, initiated on a regional basis in 1952, 4s 
sa outgrowth of 1 successfut operation undertaken by TCA for 1951 programs in India, 
Pakistan, eml Irtn, rhere aorial reconnaissance and spraying were introduced in the 
arezé af @ aipplement to the ground control efforts, The project was enlarged in 
US62 to provide for regional, operations at the request of cooperating nations and 
upon greater: recognition in the area of the value of cooperative action by nations 
to conta’ an insect that recognized no political borders, Also, through regional- 
jaaticn of the orgmisation it wae recognized that greater efficiency of operation 
of the ;roject could be cbtained, The project is now operating in countries of 
two FCi/TOA regional areas; Asia, where FOA/TCA operations are administered by the 
Asian Devélopment Service (AiS), and in the Near Rast and Africa, where they are 
administened by the Near East and African Development Service (NIADS), The opera- 
tions undur the project in the two areas are coordinated under a project field 
office located at Beirut, Lebanon, which is supervised by the Bureau of Intomology 
and Plant Quarantine of the United States Depaitment of Aericulture under certain 
au‘ihority delegated by the Foi/‘!ce. 


Tt ig believed that this 1s «n opportune time to explore the possibility of 
mgisting. in the ugual limited denonstration method of locust control in Saudi 
Arabia, Mr. William B, Mabes, Director of the Regional Locust Control Program, has 
cited the following inportant technical reasons for considering such an activisy 
dn Savdi) jrabia at this time;

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§ This vast, unknown, unscouted area of central Arabia is frequently used 
aa a threat and hangs over everybody's head. This unknown element has 
bothered us considerably, e¢pecially this season, It is hoped to know 
at least what is in there another season, 


4, There are indications that Saudi is beginning to show more interest in 
locust work as they have furnished a few vehicles to outside teams that 
are working there from Jordan and Egypt. 


Mr. Mabee is aware of the present activities of British Desert Locust Control, 
Everyone on the Regional and iashington staffe with locust control responsibilities 
is gognisant of the ramifications involved, It is believed that Regional iocust 
vonwrol staff activities in Saudi Arabia could supplement and strengthen the wrk 
of all as this has been accomplished in other world areas with remarkable sucesas, 


The Director of the Fod/TCk Regional Locust Control Program thinks m eaplora- 
tory conference with the FOA/TCA/NSR staff and possibly appropriate Ssudi. Arebien 
officials in September or October would be most helpful, The locusts, according te 
hin, are returning from India and Pakistan during those montha, 


No attempt is made in this message to answer the numerous questions that you 
may have because it is felt that such questions can best be ansyered in a direct 
Conference with Mr. Mabee, We urge such a step and if you concur would you communicate 
directly with the Regional office in Beirut? lie know that he would appreciate on 
invitation to visit you,

To obtain the maximum results from our Regional Locust Control program 


operated in terms of our agreement of August 20, 1952 with the U.S, Department 


of Agriculture, certain definite procedures must be followed by all officials

(A) All telegrams, airgrams, and other important communications 
emanating in Washington must be cleared with the TCA, Food, Agri- 
culture and Resources Development Staff and the Bureau of Entomo- 
logy and Plant Quarantine, USDA, 

(B) The Regional Locust Control Staff, with headquarters in 
Beirut, should receive copies of all important outgoing communi- 
cations pertaining to locust control. 

(C) Policy decisions involving locust control must be coordinated 
in Washington with TCA Food, Agriculture and Resources Development 
Staff and B.E.P,.Q. In the field important country locust control 
policy decisions must be integrated with the Regional Locust Con- 


trol program,

LOCUST SITUATION SUMMARY. 





Swarms, the progeny of the long rains breeding in 
the Somalilands and Ethiopia, have been reported moving 
about western British Somaliland and the Danakil, It is 
also probable that there are other swarms in the southern 
and eastern Ethiopian Highlands, and in the Gonder area, 


&n unconfirmed report from Eritrea during the 
lest week of July stated that on immature swarm crossed the 
Ethiopian/Eritrean frontier neor sgordat in south-eastern 
Eritrea and flew to the north-west, There were no other 
reports from the rest of the country, 


In British Somaliland, one very large immature 
swarm was seen flying towards the Ethiopian border over 
the Borama district on the 26th July. In early August 
five additional immature sworms were reported from the 
Borama/Hargeisa areas, 


From Ethiopia there was o report of o large egg- 
laying swarm seen in the Elefen area, enst of Dessie on 
the Assab/Dessie road. Another large swarm was seen near 
Erer flying south across the Diredawo/Addis Ababa Railway 
on the 1st August, 


Several immature swarms have been reported from 
the West aden Protectorote between the 26th and Sist July, 
coming from the Yemen border, one flying south towards the 
Const over Dhala/Subeihi territory, One settled swarm of 
immature locusts was located at Yodi Timnen (12° 45'N 
44° 03'n), This swerm tried to take off to the south-west 
but was repeatedly blown back by strong winds, Rain fell 
in this crea on the 23rd July and on several occasions 
later in the month. 

No reports have been received from the Yemen. 

ew Baudi aPobia was clear except for one small 
immature swerm seen flying cast over southern Hejaz 
Mounteins on the 13th July. Rein fell on the Southern 
Tihameh at the end of July, but the rest of the country 
remained dry. 


No locusts were reported from Kuweit during 
this period, 


Three smell immacure sworms coming from the 
north-west were reported from the Oman during the last 
week in July. Heavy rain fell on the 26th July along the 
coast from Sharjoh to Dheid (25° 15'N 55° 55'E), All three 
swarms were later reported to have flown south.

INTERNATIONAL LOCUS CONTROL PROGRAM 
UNDER WAY IN NEAR EAST COUNTRIES 


Six countries and the Food and Agriculture Organization 
of the United Nations are cooperating with the Iranian 
Ministry of Agriculture in a locust control program which is 
attracting the attention of ali countries which have suffered 
from lceust inroads, The program is under the direction of 
Abbas Davachi, of the Iranian Ministry of Agriculture, and 
Mr, William B, Mabee, an entomologist of the United States 
Department of Agriculture who is supervising the Point 4 locust 
control campaign in the entire Middle Hast and South Asia. 
Mr. Mabee is from Elko, Nevada. 


The United States, through the Technical Cooperation Ad- 
ministration of the Department of State (Point 4), is supply- 
ing four spray planes and four pilots for work on the Iran- 
Pakistan border, two planes to work within Iran, nine tons of 
aldrin, four American pilots, two entomologists, four trucks 
and one. jeep. In addition, the six planes used by the 
Iranian Ministry of Agriculture are those employed by Point 4 
in last year's campaign and later donated to the Iranian Govern- 
ment. 


India is supplying three tons of aldrin, six power dusters, 
and ten tons of BHC insecticide. This material is being flown 
to the infested area, 


Italy is sending 15 tons of insecticide. 


Pakistan is sending five tons of aldrin, 100 tons of bran, 
10 tons of BHC, four vehicles, and two technicians. 


Turkey has offered materials to be furnished as requested. 


FAO is supplying 10 land rovers, eight jeeps, and three tons 
of BHC. 


The Soviet Union also has entered into the cooperative 
effort by offering one large plane for transportation, nine 
bait-spreading planes, 500 tons of bran, 50 tons of BHC and 
three specialists, 


Mr, Mabee, who has been in the Middle East for the past 
several weeks in charge of all Point 4 anti-locust activities 
there, stated that he believes the program is destined to go 
down in history as an example of international cooperation, 
He arrived in Abadan Friday after a three-day inspection trip 
of infestations in the Ahwaz area of South Iran, He was 
accompanied by Iranian Minister of Agriculture Taleghani and 
Abbas Davachi, "I think we are in pretty good shape", he 
commented. "We saw many locusts, but spraying activities are 
killing a lot of them. From now on, as the hatch begins, is 
the best time for our spray planes to make the kills," 


Mr, Mabee explained that it is virtually impossible to 
find locust eggs, as they are buried in pods in the ground, 
"If the areas had been marked during the last year's invasion 
we might have found some eggs and turned them under," he 
explained, "However, this year we will wait until the locusts 
start to hatch and hit them then," 


He 
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He said that locusts do not move far at first after hatch- 
ing. They eat in the area where they are hatched but in later 
stages they swarm, That is when the real damage begins. He 
pointed out that the object is to stay ahead of the locust 
hatch. 'We have received reports of locusts and pleas to begin 
spraying," he added, “only to find after inspection that no 
locusts were to be found in that area. To begin spraying 
before the locusts hatch is only to waste our time, effort, 
and aldrin." 


Aldrin is a newly developed, highly concentrated chemical 
used with great success against locusts both in the Middle 
East and the United States. Tt is entirely a product of the 
United States, 


The Point 4 technician stated that his present inspection 
trip was to see to what extent tne work against reported locust 
swarms had progressed. He expressed satisfaction at the work 
being done and said he had confidence in future anti-locust 
operations, "I am pleaged to note the interest which the people 
of the liiddle East take in their own locust problems," Mabee 
said, "It is only in this way that eventually the plague can 
be brought under control, Here in Iran we have American pilots 
training Iranian aviators in spray plane techniques." He 
explained that he had seen three American planes, donated to 
Iran by the United States after last year's campaign, being 
flown by Iranian. pilots in the Ahwaz area. "These men are 
being instructed by Jim Springer, of Dallas, Texas, a pilot 
under contract to Point 4. Springer also flies spraying 
missions but his more lasting effort will be to train these men 
to take over the job so that in the future they can continue to 
work to stamp out these pests," 


In the Shiraz area of southern Iran, to be visited next by 
Mabee and Iranian officials, three more planes are operating in 
a similar manner. This group is directed by Don Chesher, of 
Harbingen, Texas, another pilot under Point 4 contract. "The 
Iranians service: the planes and supply the gasoline," Mabee 
said. "They also are learning to fly spray patterns developed 
to a high degree by pilots in the United States working with 
Department of Agriculture entomologists." 


Byrne Thrailkill, of ‘iaila Walla, Washington, Mr. Mabee's 
assistant, a locust expert on loan to Point 4 from the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, has already gone to Shiraz to check 
the locust infestations in that area. He flew to Shiraz from 
Abadan with two new American pilots who are joining in the 
campaign, also under Point 4 contract. ‘They are flying the 
latest type spray planes sent by the United States to aid in 
this year's locust fight. "The new'men and planes will work 
with Thrailkill, who will coordinate the efforts of all the 
pilots in the area," Mabee said. "He will check the reports 
of infestations made by the Iranian Ministry of Agriculture 
experts and will direct the operations against the pests." 


Mr, Mabee said he expected to tour the Shiraz area within 
a few days. He pointed out that the hatch of locusts was 
beginning, now that the weather is warmer, and that it is 
necessary to keep moving north ahead of them. "We have two 
planes and pilots working in the sane manner in Iraq and expect 
in a short time to have another team working along the Iran- 
Pakistan border," he said. "I have just returned from a trip 
to Iraq where I saw the work being.done by our fliers in that 
area. ‘The hatch has been under way there for some time because 
it 1s warmer and'I was pleased to find they are killing lots of 


locusts," 
"Tf this 


‘ 
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"tf this coordinated effort is kept up throughout the 
Middle East I think that within five years this age-old 
problem will be brought under control. The only way to obtain 
success is to wine out the pests in the entire Middle East 
and that is what we are working toward," 


From the Shiraz area, Don Chesher reported, "As we do 
the spraying we are also training Iranian pilots to do the 
work. We have received a shipment of new types of Aldrin 
spray sent by Point 4 and I think it will speed up the work," 
He pointed out that much of the spraying is done in remote 
areas where trucking is difficult. ‘the old type aldrin 
must be mixed with oil brought by truck while the new type can 
be mixed with water found on the spot. "The locusts in this 
area are first-stage locusts and we are hitting them as they 
hatch," Chesher said, Working in the area are three of the 
planes donated by the American Government last year when 
locusts also threatened the crops.

DESERT LOCUST CONTROL. 


REPORT FOR FOUR WEEKS ENDING @18T MAY, 1952, 


1, LOCUST SITUATION SUMMARY. 


During the past few weeks the general locust 
situation in the Middle Hast has steadily deteriorated, 
and the present position is extremely grave, 


Except for Eritrea and the Aden Protectorates 
which remained clear, intensive control operations are 
now in progress in all the territories covered by Units 
of Desert Locust Control, 


In Saudi Arabia the main centre of activity is 
in the north west in an area south and east of the Jordan 
border, Units of the Jordan, Egyptian and British Locust 
Control Organisations are co-operating against widespread 
infestations which hatched in late April, Further to the 
east, control operations continue against the few scattered 
bands of later instars remaining south of the Iraqi-Saudi 
frontier, The Hasa and Eastern Arabia remained clear until 
end May when scattered flights of immature locusts began 
ie cross the coast from the north east between OMAN and 
ATAR, 


Further infestations were discovered in Northern 
Kuwait during late April and operations against these were 
begun by spraying aircraft of the American Point Four Aid 
Team based in Iraq, assisted by our ground parties from Kuweit, 


In the Trucial States of Oman, fledglings were 
reported at the beginning of May, Some escapes must be 
expected from this area owing to the ban on baiting imposed 
by the tribal leaders, These leaders have now permitted 
baiting to be carried out but by the time they did so, 
hoppers in their areas were cither late 5th instar or 
already fledging. 


Hatchings began in Ethiopia at the end of April, 
and further egglaying has been reported during May in the 
south and south east, 


Mature swarms entering British Somaliland during 
late April laid eggs over an area of 8,000 square miles, 
and hatching has now begun, 


Aden and Eritrea had nothing to report while the 
situation in the Yemen remains obscure although it is 
believed that control operations are being carried on by 
Yemeni teams on the coastal plain, 


2 CONTROL OPERATIONS. 


Control operations have been carried out and are 
still in progress in Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Oman, Ethiopia 
and British Somaliland, 


3, SAUDI ARABIA, 


Six mobile teams are working in North West Arabia 
south and Cast of the Jordan border, Two of these are 
operating south of HAQL (square 2935) two in the WADI SIRHAN 
(square 3038) area one in the TEBUK (square 3138) area whilst 
a further team is now moving up to WADI TURAIF (square 3138), 
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Rain fell over north west Arabia between 17th - 
23rd April and control measures were begun south of HAQL 
on 27th April, Three old yellow swarms flew into the 
territory between AL JAUF and TEBUK and were successfully 
baited with dry B.H.C. bran, The hopper infestations in 
the TEBUK area were confined to the WADIS BAQQAR, AL MUQRAISH 
and AKHDAR (square 2836) and control operations against these 
particular hatchings were completed by ist May, 


The initial hatchings in the JAUF region were 
almost completely controlled by 30th April and baiting of 
the few remaining scattered bands continues, 


On 26th April further widespread hatchings occurred 
on the plain of AL BISEITA (square 2938) and AL ARNAB (square 
3038) cver an area of 240 square miles, Control operations 
using B,H.C. bran and dust are still in progress, Recent 
local information has indicated that there are further 
infestations to the south and reconnaissances ave continuing, 


Large new dumps of mixed bait and B,H.C. have been 
ata at BADANAH aapate 3140) and WADI ARAR (square 
' $141), 


Further to the east control operations have been 
completely successful in the LINA (square 2843) area while 
control operations are nearly finished in the ANSAB (square 
2944) district where only a few scattered bands of 5th 
instars remain, Two fresh hatchings at AS SHABA (square 
2944) have been destroyed. 


The HASA and Eastern Arabian Coasts were reported 
clear until end May when flights of scattered locusts reached 
the coast between ABU DHABI Cane 2454) and the QATAR 
PENINSULA ‘and SALWA (square 2954) coming from the north 
east. 


Heavy rain fell in Central Arabia on 30th April, 
and 1st May, and two small cupulating swarms were reported 
from the RIYADH and AL KHARJ (square 2446), Two teams are 
watching this area, 


KUWAIT. 


New infestations discovered in late April at 
UMM NIQQA proved to be extensive and bands of ist - 4th 
stage hoppers are still present near the Iragi border, 
Control operations in conjunction with two light spraying 
aircraft of the American Point Four Aid Team based in Iraq, 
were undertaken by Desert Locust Control teams from Kuwait, 


Further hatchings have been reported following 
heavy rain on the 2end and 23rd April and control measures 
are still in progress, A copulating swarm was seen at, the 
end of April and more egglaying is expected but the present 
situation is well in hand, 


TRUCIAL STATES OF OMAN, 





Four teams continued control operations in the 
AL BU FALAH tribal area and in the BUREIMI oasis where 
kills of 80% were obtained, 


The AL BU FALAH area is now reported clear, . In 
other areas, however, the situation has not been under 
control,as the tribes and their leaders refused to permit 
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baiting or dusting. Consequently only poor kills by 
trenching and burning could be made, Matters changed for 
the better on 8th May when the ruler of SHARJAH and the 
SHEIKH of the BANI KITAB having seen and heard of the 
baiting results in other areas agreed to allow baiting 

and dusting which was immediately begun against 5th instars 
and fledglings, 


Unfortunately, this permission has come so late 
that some escapes from the Oman Peninsula are inevitable, 


Further south control operations along the BATINAH 
Coast of the Sultanate of Muscat were concluded on 5th May, 
and that area is now clear, 


ETHIOPIA, 


Rain fell in Southern Ethiopia during late April 
and hatechings were reported from AWARA MALKA (square 0939) 
on 28th April. 


Further east hatchings began at BIO COBODO (square 
1042) on the 7th May and at FICH (square 0942) on the 6th 
May.

Control operations are now in progress and an 
additional two officers have been posted to Ethiopia from 
other territories, 


Egglaying has also been reported from Southern 
Ethiopia at YAVELLO (square 0438) and MNGA (square 0438) 
and the area is being closely watched, 


SOMALILAND PROTECTORATE. 


The spring rains began in early April and continued 
in a desultory fashion throughout the month, 


Towards the end of April mature swarms believed to 
have come from the Ethiopian Highlands entered the country 
and began laying eggs between AWAREH (square 0844) and 
HARGEISA and west to ABDUL QADR (square 0943), By the end 
of the month widespread egglaying had been reported from an 
area of some 8,000 square miles, 


Three extra Locust Officers have been flown in 
from Eritrea and control operations are now in progress 
against hatchings which began south of GOCTI (square 1042) 
on 12th May, 


Further egglaying has occurred over 100 square

Preliminary Soils Review 
Parn of 
Shaikh Abdullah Sulaiman - Jidda 


On June 22, 1954, a rough review wae made of the soile on the farm just 
east of Jidda belonging to Shaikh Abdullah Suleiman, This farn lies partly 
in a sual] mountain valley where a dibble starts and partly on the old sea 
— and the airport which it joins. (See sketch mp 
attached). 


One mile intervale are indicated on the map as they were measured on the 
speedometer of the jeep station wagon, Some allowance was made for side trips 
but these wore not accurately measured so there may be considerable inaccuracy 
in distances indicated on the aap, 


A brown desert soi) weathered to twenty foet or more was found extending 
from the airport road to the mountains, This soil is probably very old in 
ites weathering processes but due te low precipitation may have accumulated 
large amounts of minersls and plant nutrients as they could not leach or drain 
away, The parent aterial is a aixtwre of colluviwea which was probably 
deposited by fast~woving water, ‘Some particles are smooth and rounded while 
others are very sharp and angular. ‘There is considerable fine material 
nixed with the soil so it can be classified loan. This materiel is slightly 
Gomented though it should have fair bo good internal drainage and good water- 
holding capacity, It 4e also far enougi above sea level, (more than 20 feet) 
that it will not be affected by a high water table due to sea level, At the 
airport road, the land may be lees than 20 feet above sea level but internal 
drainage appears good, This area is indicated on the map by the symbol (A), 


Avea (0) and the west end of (B) are alluviel aaterials overlying the 
material deseribed in ares (A), The well-rounded, stratified alluvial material 
is loose, leachy, and droughty, some being subject to drifting by wind, This 
layer of overburden is not uniform in depth and is cut in a few places by wadis, 


Areas (0), (2), and the eastern portion of (3) are loose, water-laid 
materials, There are a few rock outcrops in area (i) and most of the soile 
of ()) and (8) are fine and well-sorted and rounded, The eastern end of 
area (8) has been affected by fast-moving water and is cut by wadis as well as 
having materials of various sisee soattered throughout the profile.

The soils of area Gi) are probably the best medium in which to raise 


crops, The slightly cemented loam soil should be abundant in many plant 
nutrients with perhaps a deficiency in nitrogen and phosphate, This is a 
brown desert soil with a very gentle slope, Moisture-air relations in this 
soil should be Rood, 


Aree (() has a shallow layer (about 10 inches) of stratified sand and 
loamy sand over sandy loam, This soil would require more water and fertiliser

than area (A) because it tends to be leachy and droughty, At 0 depth of a 

few feet, the heavier soil of area (A) is reached, Very heavy applications of 
water on this soil could be expected te produce ponding where the light over- 
burden reaches to heavier cemented soil beneath, If irrigated, water on this 
area should be carefully managed to avoid damage to roote, Artificial drainage 
may be advisable. 


Like area (C), the western portion of area (3) overlies heavier, cenented 
materials. The surface soil, from 16 inches to three feet or more, consists 
of leachy, stratified, water-laid materials, This overburden is leachy and 
droughty with a high water requiresent and a mindmum of plant nutrients, If 
irrigated, water managenent on this area would require special skill and 
attention, The eastern portion of this area 4s leachy and droughty with the 
heavy subseil lacking or so deep that it would not influence land and water 
managenent, With an abundance of water and fertilizer, trees should make good 
growth on this soll, With cultivation of any crops, special effort should be 
made to maintain high content of organic matter and keep this soil protected 
againet wind and water erosion and leaching with the use of close-growing 
cover crops, 


Area (L) is loamy fine sand, Good yields could be expected on this area 
with a rather heavy appliewtion of fertilizer and good water managenent,. 
Both fertiliser end water requirements would be a little higher on area (1) 
than on area (A), The soil could be improved by maintaining & high content 
of organic matter, 


Area (2) is rather light in texture. Thig aree is mostly sand with much 
wind blowing, The soll 4# slightly cemented but tends to be very leachy and 
droughty if irrigeted, Maintaining « high content of organie matter and 
keeping close growing crops on the land would reduce leaching if this ares is 
iyrigate’., Fertiliger and water requirenents of thie soil would be high if 
developed for irrigation, 


Cone] 

In Saudd Arabia, fertilizers are high priced, so maxiaum returns on any 
investment is necessary, The greatest response of crops to fertilizer, water, 
and land management can be expected on area (A). All other areas tend to be 
less satisfactory to develop for irrigation because of the skill required in 
irrigating, droughty or leachy condition or both, high fertiliser requirement, 
and difficulties in land management, 


Quality and amount of irrigation water will have much influence on size 
and location of the area to be developed, If the salt content of the water 
continues high, water requirement by crops will be greater than if the salt 
content is low, If there is an abundance of water, it may be advisable to 
irrigate enough leachy soil to utilize all the water, 


Since this farn is located at Jidda, handling and shipping costs would be 
st a minimum and labor should not be a problem, Comparatively high costs of 
management and sone soil and water deficiencies would be offset by convenience 


of location,

Water management 

Wilting point should be determined in the field se that water 
requirement can be established, With this information, field plots 
should be set up with water measuring equipment and control measures 
so comparison of ylelds can be made with practices now in use and 
the most efficient use of water possible, 


This would require accurate measurement of the head of water 
available, rate of penetration, ditch losses, and type of irrigation, 
From this information, Length of run and area within border dykes 
could be established, 


Soil fertility 

In combination with water management, studies should be made 
using rotations and connercial fertilizer to maintain soil fertility. 
Methods of cultivation should be studied for effectiveness and 
efficiency. 


Soil temperature 

Soil temperatures should be studied in relation to health, yields 
of crops, rate of growth, and water requirement, Studies should be 
made of soil temperatures as affected by irrigation practices and 
shading. 


To measure effectiveness of old and suggested new methods of 
soil and water management, it would be necessary to keep accurate 
records of length of growing season, root growth, quality, and quan- 
tity of fruit or grain, or stalks or both, This information should 
be correlated with soil textures, season of year, and insect, disease, 
variety, and other variables which can be easily identified, Measure- 
ments should also be correlated with quality of water where this may 
be considered a problem,

aie, within the Hofuf Oasis can be carried on similar to 


those in Wadi Khulaie, except as follows: 


Drainage investigations should be made to determine the anount 
of flushing and leaching necessary to prevent salt accumalation in the 
soil, Revision of drainage and water distribution should be carefully 
planned to provide better communication with shorter transportation 
routes and the prevention of mosquito breeding swampe. While consid~ 
ering drainage improvement, fish for human consumption and fertilizer, 
and the production of shallow water plants to be used as green manure 
should be provided for, 


Water requirements and available supply should be a valuable 
guide in determining if new land should be developed for irrigation. 


Qatif and Dammam Qases 

Within these oases, studies should be conducted as in the liofuf 
Qasis except that any additional drainage should be given much careful 
thought with emphasis placed on control of water reaching the land, 
Before installing extensive drainage programs, pump down wells and 
perhaps canals should be installed between the cultivated gardens and 
the sea to determine what effect a lowering of the water table in the 
gardens may have on bringing undesirable sea water up under the gardens, 


In these areas, position of plantings in relation to ridges, 
furrows, dykes, and basins should be studied for efficient land use 
as well as maximun production, 


Any field program should meet the approval of all TCA staff mem- 
bers to be sure it fulfills needs such as providing food for human 
beings and livestock, and meets economic requirements of the farner,

You have porhapa heard the old saying wany tines that there ie nothing new 
under the sun; this, it seems, is sticking pretty cloce to the truth, Our 
Greving Aduinistration on the National Forest, our Taylor Grasing Act, 
Erosion Control, Crop Control, ctc., have often beon referred to as new 
fangled ideas, which you will see, from the following article which was 
Clipped from the Farm News Digest, is not so new. 


Few, indeed, are the innovations in the fields of economics, social and 
political sciences, to which we are being introduced, but what were tried 

out by the caliphe of the Mosien world, following the advent of the Prophet 
in the Seventh Century, They, too, had their AAA with erop control and bonus 
for reductions in at least one instance. Likewhee, they had deflatdong 

and inflations of the currency, price fing, erosion control and many 

other things revived in this latter day. And they had their Henry Wallaces, 
Richhergs, Huey Longe, Townsends asd Roosevelts, 


In tho vast thesaurus of wisdom couprising the versatile Islamic literature, 
one way find a forerunner for almost anything. The great thinkers of the 
Moslem past pondered over many problens in those centuries of their en« 
lightened clrilization, when the torch of rational thiniting seemed to be 
slipping from the stiffening fingers of a moribund culture of weatern 
Europe. And ‘n the splendor that was the Caliphate, they met and overcame 
the game problems which loom so ominously on our own immediate horizon, 


Our Taylor Grazing Act had ite probetype in the Highth Century under the 
wiee rule of the Celiph al-Monsay and his Vizker Khalid ibn Bapmale + the 
Henry Wallaco and Edward , Taylor of that day, Extroordinary, aluost 
beyond credence, is the similarity of thelr set-up to that of ovr own 
Federal Graging. Adwinistration, as may be noted in tranelations fran that 
celebrated Tenth Century Arabian historian, the renowned Mas''udi, using 
parts of bie monumental work, the Book of Annals, 


"The Caliph Mangur bethought himself that he would journey through the 
renoter parts of the realm to learn how fared it with the tillers and 
the rufat (equivalents to stockuen, grazers, herdsmen, cowuen) of the 
wild lands.o« 


"hus the Caliph Mansur cane to know that only the tillers of the eich 
lands whereon grow crops possessed scrolls denoting covenants of ownere 
ship of the lands, while the stockuen, who had the horned beasts, the 
horses and the canals on the wild lende (public domin) possessed no 
covenants of omership, but the lands were ¢emmen to all. 


"And the Caliph Mansur came to know that there was often conflict and 
tumlt among the herders of the beasts as te which had the better 

right to the land whereon grew the rich grasses which the bounty of 
Allah had provided for the beasts, And thet often the stockmen loosened 
the arrow and drew the scimitar, one against the other in contention, 


"dnd the Visler Khalid ibn Barmak showed the Caliph Mansur how there 
were more beasts on the land than could be provided with the grasses, 
and that when Allah, the Dispenser, withdrew the waters from the 
clouds of the firmament, the beasts perished in multitudes. And 
that because of the excess of beasts there was not permitted to grow 
the grasses to bind the earth to the rocks, and the land was become 
denuded and each season there was less and less grasses so that, when 
Aljah released the torrents from the clouds of the finnament, the 
earth flowed avay and more and more were there rocks whereon grew no 
grasses, (Showing recognition of overgrazing, drouth and erosion, ) 


"The Caliph Mansur gave it over to the Vigter to bring order out of 
the evil condition..»....and the vizier called to him a couned] 
of the chief men of the reglon to decree laws in the name of the 


Caliph Mansur. esseses ‘ 


"So the land was divided into great districts, and the great into 
lesser and these again into still lesser, to conform to the watering 
places of the beasts; and he set officers over each, chosen from 

among the stocknen, Sach omer of beast has a voice in choosing the 
head men (an example of "Hone Rule") and these were given authority to 
mandate the number of beests permitted in each place, and to set bounds 
to each stockman as to another so trespass would not be; and the chief 
men set bounds, whereon all had 2 voloe, according as each had the 
longer custom of use to the land and the number of beasts, (Priority) 


"A faix divielon was made of the bounds for each, Provision was made 
so that should any gtockman become aggrieved at hig bounds and the 
number of beasts permitted him he might carry his grievance to the 
officers set over the great districts. Should these not weigh justice, 
then he might carry his grievance to the Vigier Nhalid ibn Barak, 

who would weigh the matter and mete out justice according to the 
precepts of the Book Revealed as the Doctor of Law had made formlae, 


"Penalties were set against those who trespassed, or unsheathed the 
scimitar or loosened the arrow against another, or put more beast on 
the land than wes good; end a fair tax was set againat each beast, and 
& covenant was given to each stoclman setting forth his bounds, the 
nunber of beast permitted him, and his rights, end a multitude of 
sepibes came to do these scrolls..,....and responeibility was given 
to the chief met to observe the decrees, 


‘Rewards wers provided for those who might toil to cast up barriers 
80 that the sarth would not come to flow away waen Alleh the 
Compassionate Father saw fit to release the torrents from the clouds 
of the firmament (erosion control, aubstantially), By thus binding 
the earth to the rocks with the roots of the grasses, it was permitted 
the barren to become fruitful in verdure by virtue of the goodness 

of Allah the All-Bountiful.,..oeves 


"And there came, thereafter, by the wisdom yvouchsefed to the Caliph 
Mansur and the Viger Khalid ibn Barmak from Allah the All-Knowing, 
order out of dicorder in the wild lands, and men and beasts were 
becone fat and the land rich in exuberance of grasses, where before 
they were brown and bare by reason of the crowding of the beasts. 


"Sut these things did not come in a day, and when the Caliph Mensur 
came to his time and Kismet called him to Paradise and the Caliph 
Nohanmed al-Mahdi came to rule, the full goodness of these things came 
more and more to be known, The Caliph al-Mahdi knew the laws were 
good and he did preserve them, and this thing was done in the year 

of the Hegira 148 (770 A.D. )eceeesso!

Dear Mr, Hayes: 


Your Circular Airgram, Control No. 3316, May 26, 1953 
concerning the Near Fast Seminar on LamiProblems was directed to 
me about 10 days ago. I have talked with Department of Agriculture 
officials here and there is an interest in such a conference. You 
may wish to communicate directly with Mr. Abdul Dabbag, Assistant 
Director of the Department of Agriculture, The department office 
is located here in Jidda, The Direetor, Shaikh Ahmed Obaid is 
on an extended vacation. 


It is my opinion that a seminar on land problems would be a 
stimlus to the Saudis in the recognition of current problems 
confronting them. However, I do not believe they feel compelled to 
give attention to this matter except in the areas of land develop- 
ment and the development of water resources. Locating additional 
water supplies and bringing new lands into agricultural production 
are of much interest to the host government. Other land problems 
exist, but possibly not to the extent as in other countries. 


Should Saudis send representatives to a land problem conference, 
T do not think they would be in a position to influence land 
policy. This statement is made on the basis of observations thus 
far in Saudi Arabia. However, some of their men may have had ex- 
tensive land problem experiences in other countries, 


I should be glad to be kept informed concerning the proposed 


seminar for I would be interested in attending and doing everything 
possible to see that representatives from Saudi Arabia attend.

Some Americans who are enthusiastic supporters of the Point 4 Frogram 
have been concerned that, working within the foudel systems that have 
existed for centuries in many of the less develored areas, the program may: 
fail to reach and benefit the masses of the people and, instead, benefit 
only the feudal landlords. Such a result, they rightly clain, would 
nagate the purposes of the Point 4 Program and play into the hands of 
commund.em 

Folloving this line of reasoning, it has been suggested that 
(1) land reform <= the immediate dividing up of the land among the tenants -- 
bo made a condition of Point 4 cooperation, or that (2) Point 4 ehould 
refuee to operate or pull ont of any situation where any of its work might 
benefit the landlords. | 

The Technical Cooperation Administration bas, from the very beginning, 
been avare of the difficulties of helping tho masses of the psople to 
improve their standard of living within the framework of the feudal systens 
now rrevailing. Obviously a land tenure system, in whieh a handful of 
wealthy land owners exploit millions of poor tenant farmers, is a barrier 
to social and economic progress. There is no question but that the system 
must and will be changed. The only questions are: hov, and at what pace 
ean changes be accomplished? 

TCA policy is based on these fundamental fects: (1) changes must 
originate and grow within the country concerned, through the efforts of 
the people and in line with their om interests and desires, Reform 
cannot be imposed from outside. 

(2) The Point 4 T'rogram can help the people of « country to change 
thelr land tenure situation by helping the farmer to increase hie ineone 
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and his econmic independence; by helping to establish cooperative and 
crodit institutions adapted to the farmer's needs; by encouraging the 
exchange of knowledge and ideas about lend reform among the various 
countries concerned. 

(3) The Foint 4 lrogram, iteelf, particularly in the flelde of 
agriculture, water resources, health, education and public administration, 
is a poverful force for change which is helping to create the climate and 
the conditions for land reform. 

Recognizing these facts, TCA does pot make land reform a condition 
of technical cooperation. To do 80 would cloge the door to Point 4 
cooperation in the very areas vhere it is most urgently needed and can 
ba mst offective. 

Instead, TCA concentrates on ashieving the greatest possible benefit 
to the masses of the farmers, even though the landlord may also benefit 
in the process. Yor it is only as the farmer increases his income, 
improves his health and has access to education that he can become 
increasingly self-reliant and independent. 

Where resettlement programs are under consideration which would place 
farm families on state-owned land, TCA is giving support and technical 
cooperation to enable the farmer to get a fair start vith the help of 
cooperatives, supervised credit, housing and water facilities. For unless 
these go hand in hand with land reform, the net result of individual 
owmership of land 19 likely to be starvation. 

In ita capacity of a "catalytic agent" to encourage tho land reform 
movement, TCA has initiated and given financial support to two international 
conferences dealing with land temure problems. The first, a Conference on 
World land Tenure, ws held at the University of Wisconain in October, 1951 
and attonded by delogates from 45 countries. The second, a conference on 
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Agricultural and Cooperative Credit, is to be held at tho Univeralty of 
California in August and September, 1962. 

The good effects of the first conference are already evident in the 
increased intorest and activity in the field of land reform among the 
peoples represented. 

The United States has had ite own serious land tenure problems, =« 
and still has, ‘TCA believes that juot as Americans have attacked these 
problems through education, economic progresa, and wise legislation, so 
other peoples have the right and the capacity to shape their ovn reforma 
in their oun way, with such outeide encouragomant and assistance as they 
are ready and willing to accapt. |

Little research “oe done in Saudi Arabia concer jg this matter. Grazing 
ranges are regarded as g tribally owed, Onwership ofthe greater part of 
Arabia actually rests in the nation. Thus as cities and towns tear down their walls 
and build in what was desert a few years ago, land must be purchased from SAG. 
Mineral conesssitons are granted by SAG for varying periods of time with ownership 
remaining in tho tends of the nation. 
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Omnership of oases land and use of water are complicated questions.. A study 
conducted by an Aramco anthropologist lists five ownership forms in the Al Hasa 
(Hofuf) oasis, largely planted in date gardens: 1) Hukunah lands, belonging to 
high government officials, 2) Bail al Wa'l lands, in large part seized from the 
Turks in 1913 and belonging to the Government. In theory they are administered by 
a government office but actually the distinction between classes one and two are 
difficult with class two usually in the hands of some government of ficial, 

3) Individual owors’ip of an entire garden or part of one, 4) Multiple ownership, 
irrigated in common but harvested separately. Sometimes a caretaker does the work 
but pollination, care cf trees and horvesting are usually the individual owner's 
responsibility. 5) Jcint owmership, with crops harvested in common and divided 
into shares after the harvest. This type is frequently operated by a caretaker 
whose responsibility oids with tho division of crops, 


All of these five types of property owmership are supposed to be registered 
but in practice many gardens are not, If property is owned by women or children 
it must be administered by an attorney. 


It might bo added that the Ibn Saud-Wehhabi conquest and the subsequent with- 
drawal of the Turks was followed by seizure of great properties. Local sources 
state that nct only Turkish lands but also lands of Hasa families who were not 
friendly to tho conquerors were also seized, 


Water use is broken into two classes based on means of usage. Type one or 
"Saih" is where the water flows naturally through the ditches, The larger date 
and rice gardens are so characterized. Type two, "Mugarraf" is where water flows 
as a result of some type of mechanical lift and characterizes smaller plots con- 
taining vegetables and alfalfa, 


Great prestige attaches to being a user of "Hurr" (pure) water, A garden 
"drinks" water. The surplus water which passes through the garden is called 
"Tawayih" or forefeited water. The prestige of a garden owner who uses "Hurr" 
weter is higher than the user of "Tawayih" water, Distance from the source is 
not necessarily evidence of what kind of water is being used as water close to a 
source might have been used and hence is considered "Tawayih", Hurr water is never 
mixed with Tawayih, If ditches cross, one is raised above the other. This makes 
for long and complicated channels which must be used and maintained once a garden 
has an assigned irrigation schedule. This has resulted in a complicated system of 
irrigation which frequently has little or no relationship to a rational, economical 
use of water, The system results in loss of water, miles of unnecessary ditches 
many of which are poorly laid and maintained, the run-off is poorly used and due to 
ineffective drainage, the water table is high and land frequently water-logged, 
When a garden is sold, the time and day of irrigation as well as the channel to be 
used are stated, The Van der Plas report stetes there are provincial laws for 


water, particularly in Asir.
